It couldn't find sufficient Ubor fast 
enough, and when It did get lu men. 11 had 
to train them for tntlrely new Jobs In a new 
Induatiy. Worse, tta dealen couldn't get ade- 
quate credit. Ttitj had to pay SB.000 to ob- 
tain a Lustron house from the factory. That 
runs into big money quickly. 

Loans to finance dealers until aalei are 
made have been llow In camtng'. AUo dealen 
have thatr own labor problems with erection
